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Word from the Levant

URKEY’S “Five-year Plan,” 
Bulgaria’s watchword “Regener- 
ation,’ the “unstable equilibrium” of 
Greece, and the tragic death of King 
Alexander, are not merely political 
matters, above the heads of the com- 
mon people. They, and other similar 
factors, have to do with bread and 
taxes. Naturally, they affect pro- 
foundly the popular power of absorp- 
tion of the book which this Agency 
has to offer. has to offer. On the one hand, 
those who need the book most are frequently 
too poor to buy it at any price—sometimes too 
poor even to barter for it. Yet, on the other 
hand, the sense of disillusionment and futility 
is driving men— particularly youth—to the 
choice: atheistic communism or the gospel. 
Happy indeed are those who are escaping the 
propaganda of commu- 
nism, by finding and fol- 
lowing Him who said to 
just such as these : “Come 
unto me. . ., and 1 will 
give you rest.” And 
thrice happy, amidst all 
their hardships, are the 
humble bearers of this 
“gospel of peace,” if, by 
their self-denial, they are 
rescuing their fellowmen 
and their nations from 
the blight of Moscow. 
Would that the govern- 
ments of these hard- 
pressed little countries 
could come to realize, 
that the best allies in 
their ‘desperate struggle 
to hold back the flood of 
communism are the Bible 
Societies’ colporteurs ! 
An interesting side- 
light on the changing 
Turkish mentality of - 
these days has been furnished by the interest 
which several newspapers have begun to show 
in the Christian Turks of Europe. These little- 
known people live chiefly in Bulgaria, Rou-

mania, and southern Russia. They 
are probably descendants of Turkish 
tribes converted from idolatry to 
Christianity during the Middle Ages. 
Although their speech is a pure and 
very interesting Turkish, they have 
not hitherto been recognized as Turks, 
simply because they were not Mo- 
hammedans. But the sense of Islamic 
unity has been so far replaced in 
Turkey by those ideals of national 
and racial affinity which are the fashion among 
Western nations, that these Christian Turks 
are now being written and spoken of as quite 
the equals of Moslem Turks. In fact, they are 
regarded with a peculiar interest, because, un- 
like the Ottoman Turks, they have always re- 
mained free from those cultural influences 
which the Turks of Asia accepted along with 
the religion of Arabia. 

This new sympathy 
with Christian Turks 
who live at a distance 
must not be construed as 
proving any conscious in- 
crease of sympathy for 
Christianity. | Neverthe- 
less, in the course of con- 
versations now, it is less 
unusual than it once was, 
to find a certain intellec- 
tual approach to Chris- 
tianity. As one young 
man put it: “We are 
adopting a great many 
Western customs, most 
of which have their ori- 
gins in the Christian re- 
ligion. We adopt them 
simply because we_ be- 
lieve them to be good 
customs, that will ad- 
vance our personal and 
national life. But among 
us these customs find 
themselves orphaned,—to some extent a mean- 
ingless imitation,—because the religious soil

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here is different from that which gave them 
birth.” 

Such thoughts as these are in the air and may 
be expected to become more definite, as the 
high hopes which have been placed in Western- 
ization fail to produce the promised results. 
Under the powerful impact of the forces of the 
modern world, the religion of Islam is unques- 
tionably disintegrating in Turkey. The new 
religion of nationalism, though it may satisfy 
some of the more superficial needs of the human 
soul, has no sure answer for its deepest need. 
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Hence, there is here an increasing spiritual 
vacuum, together with that restless and bitter 
searching for something better which is the 
inevitable result of that condition. It would be 
wrong to suggest that many have yet found the 
goal of their quest in the book which we offer. 
Very few have discovered it, and still fewer 
have been prepared to pay the price that would 
make that treasure really theirs. But, in God’s 
providence, the book is there, and if only its 
custodians have the courage to be fully obe- 
dient, they will be greatly used of God. 


“Drop in Bible Output’ ? 


Ge this caption, papers in different 
parts of our country have been carrying a 
brief inset based on a statement issued by the 
U. S. Department of Commerce, with the sen- 
renee: 

Largest decrease was registered in Bibles, 


which declined from 4,676,000 in 1931 to 
666,000 in 1933. 


Mails have brought an interesting reaction. 
Letters have come from friends of the Society, 
as also from those simply curious to know what 
the Bible Society had to say. 

Friends need not be perturbed. A gross ex- 
aggeration is contained in the statement through 
an error in figures it announced, which the De- 
partment of Commerce frankly acknowledges 
and regrets. The figure for 1931 should read 
1,676,680, instead of 4,676,680. 

The Department of Commerce properly does 
not pass out to others the details of statistics 
submitted to it by publishers. But, in response 
to inquiries, its representative gives a few facts 
that cast further light on the comparison be- 
tween the correct figures of 1931 and those for 
1933. The figures for 1931 were gathered 
from 26 publishers who reported Bibles and 
Testaments. Those for 1933 were received 


from only 17 of those publishers. The 9 who 
did not report in 1933, had reported 364,846 
Bibles and Testaments as published in 1931. 
This leaves 1,011,834, as published in 1931 by 
those who report, in contrast with the 666,448 
reported in 1933. 

Clearly, fewer Bibles and Testaments were 
published in 1933 than in 1931, though the dif- 
ference was far less than the newspaper clip- 
ping under comment stated. Very apparently 
and very naturally, the bulk of the commercial 
publishers of Bibles and Testaments who print 
for profit found the market for their publica- 
tions much reduced in the recent vears of cur- 
tailed incomes. 

And right here is not only an illustration of 
the value of Bible Societies, but good cheer for 
the friends of those Societies which publish 
Scriptures, not for profit, but as a missionary 
service to make God’s Word easily available. 
The fact is that our Bible Society published 
more Bibles and Testaments in 1933 than in 
1931, and more in 1934 than in 1933. The is- 
sues from our New York headquarters reported 
to the Publication Committee in January 1935 
were:

It now 
consisted of nothing more than a bundle of 
separate and torn pages held between two 
pieces of cloth-covered cardboard, which had 
once been the covers of a Bible. 

“This,” he said, “is the only Bible I’ve ever 
owned. When I was a young man, I was plow- 
ing on my father’s farm one day, when a man, 
who said he had been sent out by the American 
Bible Society, came out in the field and tried to 
sell me a Bible. When I told him I had no 
money, he asked whether I’d promise to read 
it if he’d make me a present of one.

In Honan

In Shantung 


T’sinanfu.—tThe centenary celebration in this 
province was set at Tsinanfu, the capital. Here 
we were especially fortunate in securing Gen- 
eral Chang Chih-kiang and Dr. Lo Jun Yen of 
the Legislative Yuan as speakers. Long before 
the General’s train was due, a battalion of 
bodyguards of the chairman of the provincial 
government, General Han, arrived at the sta- 
tion platform. As the train drew in, drums 
and trumpets sounded out the welcome of the 
province. As General Han was formerly one 
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marked Bible. These words came so unex- 
pectedly from such a great leader of the North- 
western Army and a man so prominent in na- 
tional politics, that his official friends and news- 
paper reporters were taken by surprise, and it 
was some time before they found words to 
“thread up the conversation.” These words 
from a man of his character and calibre could 
not fail to make a deep impression. It would 
be far afield to recount all the speeches, ban- 
quets, and receptions in honor of him. One 
thing stood out very clearly in all his addresses. 
Here was a man that had gone through great 
experiences in life, done great service to the 
nation, and come out a greater and saintlier 
man. He loves the Bible. He has read it over

of his direct subordinates, all members of the 
provincial government respected General Chang 
as their rightful superior. Newspaper report- 
ers and official delegates and friends immedi- 
ately encircled him. It was almost impossible 
for the representative of the American Bible 
Society to get to him. However, the General, 
at the reception, stood up and said, “I have 
come to your honorable province to celebrate 
the century of noble work done by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in China. Besides this I have 
no other errand, political or otherwise. I sin- 
cerely hope that my fellow countrymen and 
fellow patriots will exercise your bodies with 
our ancient system of boxing, and exercise your 
minds with the study of the great Bible, in 
order to fit yourselves to meet the unprece- 
dented crises of our race and nation.” With 
this he held out his much-worn and profusely 


many times. He has studied it, and now is 
ready to spend his life for the truth of the 
great Book.* 

The chairman, General Han, had concealed 
his Christianity for political and other reasons. 
Now he came out openly and had his picture 
taken with the General, each holding his Bible. 
The whole three thousand members of the pro- 
vincial government listened to the General as 
they did to no other man. The university and 
schools stopped classes, that teachers and stu- 
dents might attend the meetings. People 
flocked to hear him. He spoke seven times a 
day, and every time nearly an hour long. 
Tsinanfu was a different city when he left her, 
in its attitude toward Christianity and its Bible. 
~*Tn 1925 he paid $5,700 in gold to our Peiping Agency for 
2,000 Bibles and 6,000 Testaments to distribute to fellow offi- 
cers, teachers, and officials. The China Agency’s largest order 


from an individual was his for 4,500 Bibles and 6,000 Testa- 
ments, on which $7,500 in gold was received. 
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In Shansi 


Taiyuanfu.—This is probably one of the most 
religious of all provincial capitals in China. 
Besides Confucianists, different sects of Tao- 
ism and Buddhism, there are many secret re- 
ligious orders. Then come the Catholics, and 
afterward the Protestants with no less than 
nine different denominations. Contentions 
among different religions and sects are rife. 
Nevertheless, judging from spiritual results 
alone, we had the best celebrations in here, not 
excluding the celebrations in South and Central 
China where I had also the privilege to attend. 

From the very first, young and old, men and 
women, all tried to interest their friends. Stu- 
dents were excused from their classes, business

men left their shops, policemen took advantage 
of their time off beat,—all found some way to 
attend the meetings where the importance of 
Bible truths were being expounded. We had 
glorious singing of hymns at the first evening 
meeting. The second evening, alas! There 
were too many new voices of people that had 
never been in a service before. The Bible pag- 
eant, however, was a grand success. Miss 
Coombs, of the English Baptist Mission, was 
particularly skilful in selecting people from all 
denominations to take part. The meetings 
reached a climax in a dinner party in honor of 
the speakers and Bible Society representatives, 
The Society’s representatives were called on to 
tell of the proposed China Bible Society. Then 
many church leaders stood up and expressed 
their readiness to join in on the common enter- 
prise, though they must have time to talk over 
the proper procedure. This was the first time 
in my experience that the glory of union and 
unity in Christ and in the Word of God was

In Hopeh 


Tientsin—The great port city of North 
China is a very poor place for large gatherings. 
There are too many attractions and distractions. 
Everybody is miserably busy in making money, 
which is the standard of all, and every kind of, 
success. In a metropolis of over two million, 
only one church has a capacity of fifteen hun- 
dred seats. The meetings were held in it. In 
view of the large student population, Drs. 
Leighton Stuart, T. T. Lew, J) -F.” Lig vane 
P. C. Hsu were invited as speakers. A Bible 
pageant, written by Miss 
Adams, was presented by 
the boys’ and girls’ middle 
schools of the Methodist 
Mission, and was so good 
that the students were asked 
to give it again. For three 
successive nights, people 
came from all parts of the 
city to join in the celebra- 
ton. No other building in 
Tientsin could have held the 
crowd every night. 

The speech of welcome 
and congratulation was 
made by Mr. Chin Pang 
Ping, a former minister of 
the board of commerce and 
industry, who paid glowing 
tributes to the vision and 
big-heartedness of the churches in America in 
starting the work of Bible translation, Bible 
printing, and Bible distribution in China. The 
head of the provincial department of education, 
Mr. Chen Pao Chuan, a devout Christian and a 
man of unusual Chinese literary ability, in his 
introductory speech as chairman of one meet- 
ing, remarked, “The vernacular Bible and its 
wide distribution has paved the way for the 
general use of plain Chinese in our schools, 
through which alone can we hope to extend 
education to the majority of our people. Let 
us hope that the wide distribution of the Bible 
may cause many to accept its truth and ideals.” 

Mr. Frank Yung Tao,* the great merchant 
reformer, who has inaugurated and is pushing 
a campaign supported by the churches in 
Tientsin and Peiping for an earnest evangelistic 
effort, presided at one of the meetings. In his

three Gollars each, to distribute among his friends, Sonic years 
later he bought another 2,000, and then another 10,000.—Ep. 
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introductory remarks he said, “Bible distribu- 
tion, 1f rightly conducted, is the most effective 
instrument we have in making our society con- 
seious of its sins. Let us get up and help the 
Bible Society in its important and great work.” 
Pastor Ding Li Mei, the famous student evan- 
gelist, was chairman of the committee in Tien- 
tsin and did much in promoting the meetings. 
Mr. Chang Chow Hsih, the well-known Chris- 
tian merchant and industrialist, was very en- 
thusiastic in promoting the new enterprise of a 
China Bible Society. 

Peiping.—It was comparatively easy to focus 
the attention of the Christian public here in 
Peiping, with our new and magnificent Bible 
House, and with a friendly press which re- 
ported the proceedings in ten different local 
papers. Even the big Methodist church was 
filled to overflowing, with one hundred stand- 
ing, on a terrible stormy night. Great numbers 
of government school students, office clerks, 
gentry, and business men were present. The 
Bible pageant was given three successive nights, 
in three different churches in widely separated 
parts of the city. The students of the Method- 
ist Middle School and the Peiping Theological 
Seminary participated, and the choir of Bridg- 
man Academy helped with their excellent sing- 
ing. To top all, we had as speakers Dr. Leigh- 
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ton Stuart, of Yenching University, and Presi- 
dent Chen Yuan An, of the Catholic University. 
President Chen, one of the foremost Chinese 
scholars of China and the greatest authority on 
the history of early Christianity in China, was 
converted directly through the study of the 
Word of God. He had intimated his desire to 
learn of the early history of Christianity to Dr. 
Stuart, who invited him to study the Book of 
Acts with him. When the studies were com- 
pleted, President Chen asked to be baptized by 
Dra oiuart: 


Professor Wu-lei-chuan, the eminent Chi- 
nese scholar and retired chancellor of Yen 
Ching University, and Professors J. F. Li 
and P. C. Hsu also made speeches. Noted 
singers and musicians helped with the singing. 
Everybody took part to make the celebration a 
success, the work of the Society better under- 
stood, and arouse the local Christian constitu- 
ency to sharing in the distribution of the Scrip- 
tures. The Church Federation appointed a 
committee to study and draft a constitution to 
join the new scheme of the China Bible Society, 
and to make out a definite working plan by 
which the churches in Peiping can start right 
out to help in the distribution of the Bible. 

Surely, this all is most encouraging. 


From the Mountains to the Sea

HE Rev. J. M. Wysor is in charge of a 

group of churches located in one of the 
coal mining sections of West Virginia. His 
pastoral duties are many and exacting. Never- 
theless, in addition, he has been one of our most 
successful distributors of God’s Word among 
the needy—1,229 Bibles, 632 Testaments, and 
5,705 Portions having been placed during the 
year, many of them in Bibleless homes. 


Built, Bibled, and Used in a Day 


With volunteer workers, he built, and put 
into use, a church in 24 hours. The material 
was all gotten in place the day before the work 
began. It was Saturday and a red-letter day 
in the history of the little mining camp where 
there was no church. Men arrived early with 
hammers, saws, and nails. Later on came the 
women bringing baskets of food; the children 
came too, bringing from one penny up to buy 
“a board and a Bible.” The older people mani- 
fested their interest according to their means. 
Services were held on Sunday. 

The church was built, Bibled and used in 24 
hours! The Bible Society presented it with a 


Bible for the pulpit, from which Mr. Wysor 
read, ‘I was glad when they said, Let us come 
into the house of the Lord.” Colportage work 
for the Bible Society found this crying need 
and filled it. 


Mountain Missions 


Workers must be familiar with the customs, 
conditions, and needs of these people; they 
must be neither below nor above them, but one 
of them—less, of course, the lawlessness and 
ignorance which lead them into sin. Tradition 
among the mountain folk is often stronger 
than law. In one locality where moonshining 
was the main source of income, the Sabbath 
day was strictly observed. Six days they do 
their “shining,” and really rest on the seventh. 

One man said he had been moonshining for 
thirty years, and his own father had done the 
same; but on Sunday he read the Bible to his 
family and ceased from labors. He said, “I 
am going to quit making liquor; it is a hard 
life, continually in fear of the law. I have six 
bright children, and I realize that Christian 
education is the only hope for them.” They 
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are going to a mission school, and, to do this, 
walk three and a half miles. We believe that 
his children, and children’s children, will step 
out into the world of honest livelihood, and the 
influence of their lives be felt for generations. 
Tradition is strong, but Christian training is 
stronger. Are they to have the Bible? ‘The 
Bible Society supplies many such missions, and 
chafes under the necessity of having to refuse 
any the Word of Life. 


The Law and the Prophets 


A certain magistrate purchased 100 Bibles to 
give to those arraigned in his court—a most 
unusual method. He says the best way to ad- 
minister law is to put the law and the prophets 
and the gospel into the hands of people in 
trouble. He gives them Bibles to carry to jail 
when sentenced, and to take home when liber- 
ated. Many of the books go into mountain 
homes where there has never been a Bible. 
Other magisterial friends are doing this also. 
It is a fine piece of work. 


The Pool 
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International Contacts 


A few consecrated men and women have 
established a seamen’s institute in the center of 
the shipping district in Miami, Florida. ‘The 
results have been very encouraging. Recently, 
three ships docked in the port for some days. 
The crews were composed of Spanish, German, 
and Norwegian sailors. Scripture portions in 
their own language were given to them. In 
Norfolk, Virginia, Wilmington, North Caro- 
lina, Savannah, Georgia, and Jacksonville, 
Florida, similar missions are located. To all 
of these missions, Scriptures have been fur- 
nished. It is gratifying to believe that the 
thousands, representing many nations, who an- 
nually pass through these missions carry with 
them copies of God’s Word. ‘Thus contacts 
with the nations are made; and these who go 
down to the sea have the guidance and comfort 
that spring alone from the gospel. 

One man in Norfolk receives an annuity 
check from the American Bible Society, which 
he spends for Scriptures for these missions. 


Plan

HO ever heard of business men selling 

goods for no financial gain? A young 
lumber mill official at Wisner, Louisiana—S. E. 
Pool by name—proposed the idea. He had been 
buying Bibles out of his tithe money, and giv- 
ing them to his laborers. When they were 
supplied, he induced a local merchant to keep 
a small stock of our missionary Bibles for sale, 
but not for gain, 

Mr. Pool’s zeal for the Bible cause did not 
stop there. “I think,” he said, “I can persuade 
other merchants of neighboring towns to take 
up this Bible work.” We gave our consent. 
So, in company with his pastor, he visited sur- 
rounding villages as opportunity afforded, seek- 
ing merchants who would accept the challenge. 


The result is, at this date, that sixteen mer- 
chants in as many rural villages are now dis- 
tributing Scriptures at our catalog price, the 
only expense to the Society being the cost of 
transportation. 

In each case Mr. Pool collaborated with lo- 
cal pastors who would nominate a merchant 
of Christian character. It was done ‘in such a 
manner that the merchant accepting felt he was 
honored in doing so. Sales are for cash only; 
and since the variety of books and the amount 
of stock is very limited, there is little compli- 
cation. 

What about the sales? Here are the totals 
to date: 470 Bibles, 572 Testaments, and 1,086 
portions, at a value of $261.14. 


Here and There in Central America

N Guatemala the Rev. and Mrs. H. D. 

Peck, of the Presbyterian Mission at San 
Pedro, have been experimenting with over- 
night lodges. Scores of migrating Indians 
have been converted when stopping at these 
lodges on their way from their highland homes 
to work on the fincas along the Pacific coast 
during certain seasons of the year. Mr. Peck 
reports: “The overnight lodge is a self-sup- 


porting institution. The Christian Mam family 
in charge does a simple lunch-counter business, 
which provides in part for their own table. The 
balance of their sustenance comes from tenant 
farming and odd jobs. The campaign shares 
in the expenses of furnishing free rent and 
firewood for the migrants, and thus secures a_ 
chance for making suggestions as to sanitation

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Friends in Need Are Friends Indeed 


ie of the financial emergency con- 
fronting the Society in 1933, an effort was 
made late in April of that year to have not less 
than one thousand friends demonstrate their 
loyalty to the Bible cause with a gift of at least 
ten dollars. Three days before Christmas, the 
hoped-for membership goal was reached, and 
the “One Thousand Friends’ Club” was a 
reality. 

Originally intended only as a means of 
strengthening the Society’s resources for the 
emergency of 1933, so many friends continued 
in the early weeks of the next year, that it 
seemed appropriate to encourage the establish- 
ment of a “1934 One Thousand Friends’ Club.’ 
Within a year of the inauguration of the club, 
1,167 names were on its roll. 

As 1934 drew to its close, it became apparent 
that the original goal of gifts from one thou- 
sand friends would be more than doubled; and 


now that the “One Thousand Friends’ Club” 
has become history, it is a matter to be grate- 
fully recorded that during 1933 and 1934 a 
total of 2,162 gifts were received. 

Many cordial letters came to the Society dur- 
ing the less than two years when friends were 
encouraged to enroll. A retired missionary’s 
statement is typical of the tone of many such 
letters which were received: 

I assure you that I prize the certificate most highly. 
My long service on the foreign field gave me ample 
opportunity to realize the immense value of the coop- 
eration of your Society in the work of foreign mis- 
sions. It is only fitting that the Bible Society be in- 
cluded in my stated offerings to our church’s benevo- 
lences. I only wish it were possible to make it larger. 
But such as it is, it goes to you prayerfully.

problems and reporting on the number and na- 
ture of the contacts made at each lodge. Cam- 
paign evangelists regularly visit the lodges to 
help evangelize the travelers, and then to fol- 
low up the prospects in their home. 

“Well-located lodges are operating in San 
Pedro, Los Pocitos, San Martin, and Cabrican, 
and several others are projected for this year. 
Since its opening in March, the San Pedro 
house has been the means of reaching 171 In- 
dians with the Word of God in direct per- 
sonal evangelism.” 

The Agency, wishing to have a part in this 
unique work, gave a grant of 200 Testaments 
and 1,000 portions, to be sold at a very low 
price, as the Indian laborer does not usually 
receive more than five to fifteen cents a day. 
This small income from sales was used for the 
support of the campaign. 


He Was a Good Man 


Dr. Haymaker, veteran missionary of the 
Presbyterian Mission in Guatemala, reported: 
“On the morning of November 10, there passed 
to his heavenly reward our oldest native or- 
dained minister, Roman Hernandez. He ac- 
cepted the gospel as a young man in Salvador. 
In due time he became a colporteur for the 


Bible Society, and as such bore the brunt of 
pioneer work and the severest opposition. He 
had been jailed many a time for the crime of 
distributing the Bible and preaching its con- 
tents, but never did his faith weaken or falter 
fora moment. He raised two orphan nephews 
and made colporteurs of both, who were aiter- 
ward ordained by our presbytery. He was a 
good man.” 


A Colporteur’s Courage 


Don José Escamilla has been with the Society 
for several years as a colporteur in El Salvador. 
His instructions have been to work the places 
off the beaten path. During last year he suc- 
ceeded in placing 257 Bibles, 774 Testaments, 
and 5,170 portions. In one of his monthly re- 
ports occurs the following: 

“At the close of the day’s work, a group of 
people gathered around me to hear more about 
the ‘Word of God.’ At once, the priest came 
to disperse the people, but they did not take 
much account of him. Then he persuaded the 
mayor to imprison me, and soldiers came and 
put me into the town jail. The mayor and a 
few others charged me with scandalizing the 
people; but I told them that I was only preach- 
ing the Word of God. They insisted that I 
leave town the next day. I told them that the 
Lord Jesus had commanded me to preach the 
gospel, and I could not deny my faith in him. 
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I spent the night in jail, and, the following 
morning, was set free. ‘That same day I 
preached the gospel with greater confidence 1n 
the Lord than ever, and no one in town mo- 
lested me.” 
A Real Witness 

Personal Bible work bears results, as is wit- 
nessed in the story of Dofia Salvadora’s con- 
version. She was reared in the home of the 
sugar king of Nicaragua, where she enjoyed 
the luxuries of life. She married a man whose 
political party was contrary to that of her 
family, and domestic troubles began. Through 
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one of the national workers a Bible came to her 
hands. The Book brought a new outlook on 
life. At first, she dared not attend the Prot- 
estant services because of the ridicule of the 
aristocratic people. ‘Today she is a constant 
reader of the Bible. Her own children are 
evangelicals, and her husband is a changed man. 
By cheerfully ministering to her own folks dur- 
ing sickness, reconciliation has been made. ‘ihe 
bishop has attacked her, but to no avail. In the 
large household of the sugar king she is a real 
witness, and has coveted opportunities to give 
the Word of Life to rich and poor.

FEBRUARY MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE tenth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society 
in its one hundred and nineteenth year was held 
at the Bible House on Thursday, February 7, 
at oe.00 p.m. In®@ihe, absence of, President 
Manson from illness, Dr. Wm. P. Stevenson 
was elected chairman. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rey. Dr. R. S. Inglis. 
The minutes of the ninth stated meeting were 
presented and approved. 
The following memorial minute was read, 
and adopted by a standing vote: 


Albert Alexander Hyde 


Full of years, held in highest esteem for what he 
was as well as for what he had done, Mr. Albert 
Alexander Hyde, a Vice President of the American 
Bible Society since 1923, entered into rest on January 
10, 1935, in his eighty-sixth year. Having made a fine 
record and comfortable competence in banking and 
real estate before he was forty, in Wichita, Kansas, 
where he spent his whole active career; in common 
with the state and most of his fellow citizens experi- 
encing reverses consequent on overexpansion, drought, 
and other ills, he was plunged into heavy debt. Start- 
ing afresh as a manufacturer, through his genius and 
diligence, he built up a business that became known in 
many lands and brought him a large income. The 
earlier part of it he used not only to pay all legal in- 
debtedness, but to reimburse those who had suffered 
reverses with him through having sought and used his 
advice. Knowing the elation that came from making 
money, he found still greater joy in using it to make 
“this old world better and happier,” as he advised all 
to do. For years he gave away the bulk of his income 
keeping for his own and family use only enough for 


comfortable living. In so doing, he exercised care and 
discretion, supporting with generous gifts not only 
service rendered those in his own city particularly, but 
throughout this country and in foreign lands also. An 
outstanding Presbyterian layman, he was for many 
years a teacher of the men’s Bible Class of his church, 
attending as usual its session the Sunday before his 
death. A student of the Bible, he urged on others its 
use, publishing and distributing at his own expense 
numerous tracts based on its teaching and dealing with 
public and other questions. One on “The Bible and 
Wealth,” written for the purpose, was published in the 
BrsLe Society Recorp of November 1931. His annual 
contributions to the Bible Society were among the 
largest it received. 

The Board of Managers would record its sense of 
loss in the death of such an outstanding Christian citi- 
zen, its joy in the life he lived and the example he left, 
and its sympathy with his sons and daughters and the 
city of Wichita, which long honored him as its first 
citizen. 


The minutes of the standing committees were 
presented and approved, and their recommen- 
dations adopted. 

On the recommendation of the Committee on 
Versions, the Rev. H. W. Widdoes, D.D., was 
elected an Honorary Life Member in recogni- 
tion of the valuable service rendered the iss. 
ciety in the revision of the Scriptures in Ilo- 
cano; and the Rev. J. F. Cottingham, D.D., 
was also elected an Honorary Life Member in 
recognition of the valuable service rendered the 
Society in the revision of the Scriptures in 
Tagalog. 

A copy of the first New Testament in Chey- 
enne, translated by the Rev. Rodolphe Petter 
was exhibited by Secretary North.
